After Final Reply 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's After Final Reply, filed 28 November 2006 . 
The changes and remarks disclosed therein have been considered and entered. 

No claims have been cancelled or added by Reply. Therefore, claims 1-36 are pending in 
the application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 1-13 and 27-36 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 14-26, directed to the process of making or using an 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 1 04. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn fi-om consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the OfiHce action mailed on 06 
October 2005 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as 
to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation 
or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is 
allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

second layers (or said at least two layers) of memory material (as understood in light of Fig. 2 
and Remarks, filed 28 November 2006, page 6, second and third paragraphs).
